The leader of this delegation 
vy as Red Tomahawlc, who ceremonially 
presented a pipe to JIarslial Foch and 
iilso conferred upon him a mime In the 
Dakota nation. In his speech to the 
marshal he said: 'My friend, tlie first 
time I ever heard of the great general. 
Marshal Foch, was at the tltne ivhesn 
we seiit our young men to France. At 
that time I never thought that I 
shonld ever see the great general; twit 
today I have the honor and the pleas- 
ure to see him, and I am glad. The 
young men of the French nation and 
youcg men of the Dakota nation 
fought together In the same cause 
agnhist our common enemy, and som* 
ot both nations died together In that 
struggle and were burled in the same 
ground.'
